The tunnels 
could either be lit with gas, or have openings left at proper distances to admit 
air and light; this plan would be the least expensive of any, as there would

There can now, I think, be no doubt upon the mind of any person as to the 
pose intended to be served by the numerous letters which have ~~ 
Mining Journal, during the last six or eight months, upon the subjects of both 
per and tin smelting; nor will any person be at a loss to find a solution for the 
many direct charges of fraud and dishonesty which have been brought inst 
smelters by the authors of those letters. To excite a prejudice against them, and 
to breed discontent in the minds of the miners, were the motives ; and the purposes 
to be served were the erection of new smelting works, for the benefit of those by

| whom the smelters were thus siandered. Can any person, or will any person, 


this? If the charges were confined to the columns of the Journal, and no further 
proceedings had been taken by interested parties to carry into effect the sugges. 
tions contained in those letters as a remedy for the thing complained of, there 
might have been some shadow of a doubt as to the motives for their production, 
and under which the authors of them might have shielded themselves; but this ig 
not the case—we have strong and positive proof in support of the objects for which 
they were written. We have seen Mr. Vigers, himself a tin smelter, addressing a 
congregation of tin miners to precisely the same effect, and proposing, as a remedy, 
that ali the tin miners in Cornwall! should join together in one body, and place all 


| the black tin raised in the county in his smelting houses to be smelted, that he 


might have the exclosive advantage of selling the white tin on commission. He 
tells us, in almost direct terms, that he is the only honest man engaged in the busi. 
ness—that he is the only friend to the miner, and, as a matter of course, he should 
be exclusively employed by them to smeit and dispose of their tin. 

There is, however, so much of self mixed up in the speech with which he fa- 
voured the meeting of the tin miners, held at Helston, on the 2d of June, and so 
much of personal feeling exhibited, that one would have supposed the party who 
were addressed on the occasion would have weighed well the statements then 
made, and have fully considered the propositions submitted to them, before adopt. 
ing either the one or the other: but, no—they were fully prepared to believe all that 
was said, and to act upon it instantly—and they have fulfilled their intention. 

Mr. Vigers appropriated a considerable portion of his speech to a description of 
the opposition he, as a smelter, had met from the other smelters in his business ; 
and he worked very hard to make it appear that to drive him out of the market was 
their intention; but, unfortunately for his own argument, he bas also furnished as 
with the necessary data to disprove this assertion. If the smelters had done as he 
stated, that is, undersold him every where in the metal market, and at the same 
time they had kept up the price of the ore, one could easily understand how, by 
such a proceeding, they might have injured him; but how stood the fact, accord. 
ing to - own showing?’ I will give his own words, as reported in the Mining 

ournal, 

“* If these men (the smelters), by their combination (though they are few in num- 
bers), and the ridiculous system of ticketing, had not you (the miners) to fall back 
upon, to remunerate themselves for the sacrifices they may make, they would not 
be such fools as to throw their money away, if they had nota hope of getting it 
again from you. Andfrom you it is they get it, for if any body will take the 
trouble to trace their operations, after sales at a falling price, and will trace their 
operations to the next series of ticketings, they will find that it is out of the labour 
of the miner—out of the crushing of the poor miner, forming so large a population 
of this county, and that it is not out of the pockets of the capitalists, that the 
smelters refill their own pockets for the sacrifice they have made for their own 
gratification, arising from their own bad passions." 

Now, the meaaing of the paragraph is this:—The smelters go into the market 
with their tin—they unnecessarily reduce the price, in order to ruin Mr. Vigers— 
they then buy the ore at a reduced price, and thus remunerate themselves—not out 
of the pockets of the capitalists, who, of course, are the adventurers, and all con- 
cerned in the promotion of the tin mines—but out of the labour of the miner—out 
of the “ crushing of the poor miner.” If those wicked smelters, to whom Mr, 
Vigers alludes, can go into the ore market, and keep themselves harmless by 
purchasing ores, and re-placing their tin at prices which will prevent any loss to 
them cannot he do the same’ How, then, can it be possible that they have been 
reducing the price to his injury? If this system of dealing has been so very in. 
jurious to the poor miner, why has he not continued to compete with those bad 
men in the ore market, and thus prevent this cutting and underselling process > 
If he be correct in his assertion, all that he need to have done would have been to 
purchase the ore at high prices, and the price of the metal must have been kept up 
also, and all the evils which we have bad to deplore from low prices would have 
been prevented ; for he tells us, at least he toid that meeting, that the smelters 
would not have been such fools as to lower the price of the metal if they could not 
replace it again without @ loss; and yet he leaves them to themselves to go on as 
they might deem to be most advantageous to their own interests. 

This is a mercantile question : it has nothing to do with mining, except so far as 
it may influe. ce the profit or loss on working mines; and, therefore, mere practical 
and clever miners are not the parties best capable of judging rightly upon the sub- 
ject—their attention being directed to a pursuit which is not calculated to fit them 
for the purpose; and it was in reference to this view of the subject that I preferred 
Mr. Rundie’s opinion to Captain Barratt's, without intending in the least to ques- 
tion Captain Barratt’s ability as a miner. 

Mr. Vigers’s remedy for all the evils complained of is a monopoly—that is the 
great cure to be applied to the wound—this is the great panacea for all our wrongs, 
and by this we are to be set right 

There is, however, one great fallacy running through all his plans and all his 
reasonings, which, as &@ merchant, he cannot have overlooked ; or, if he has, the 
sooner he withdraws himself from tin smelting the better. 1 mean—what must be 
known to every man of business—that the price of every article must be governed 
by the relative proportions of supply and demand, Mr. Vigers, on the contrary, 
has based his plans upon the assumption that, by monopolising the supply of the 
market, the whole of the tin raised may be disposed of at such a price as may be set 
upon it—provided that price be not so high as to admit of the introduction of fo- 
reign tin into this country. 

In order to substantiate the correctness of his theory, he referred his hearers to 
the lead trade. He said—‘ Mr. Beaumont, I believe, has the chief monopoly of 
that, and friends of our’s are the agents. The price isfixed. You goto the agent's 
office —there is the price —and you take the article.” 

If his friends really furnished him with such a piece of information, it was not « 
very friendly act in them to do so, because it is aot the fact. Mr. Beaumont, nor 
his agents, cannot control the market nor fix the price of lead. If they could do so, 
how has it happened that, in the course of the last few years, we have had such 
fluctuations in the price of that article? In January, 1817, lead was selling in Lon- 
don at 24/4. perton; in December of that year it sold at Ls/." is per ton; in May, 
1MtH, it sold at 20/, 108. per ton; in October of that year it sold at |9/ per ton, in 
in March, 140, (7/. 108, perton; and in May 
Id. 17s. fd. perton, Are we to take those fluctuations as a proof of the kind of 
advantage that Mr. Vigers is seeking to establish by his tin monopoly ? 

The lead trade, some years ago, was carried on upon the principle now so much 
advocated by Mr. Vigers, and in some districts it is continued to be so at present ; 
but, latterly, the * ridiculous system of ticketing" har been introduced into other 
districts, and more particularly in North Wales, to the great advantage of the mines, 
and to th: manifest encouragement of mining 

The quicksilver trade was also referred to in corroboration of his plan; but, ia 
this instance, the supply is regulated so as just to meet the demand, and by this 
means only has the monopoly been able to operate in the way that Mr. Vigers 
stated. Quicksilver is an article for which a substitute cannot be found, in most 


| cases in which it is used, more particulary for the purposes of the silver mines in 


America It must be obtained, be the price what it may There are but two mines 
in the world producing this metal, at least to any amount that could interfere with 
& tnonopoly—one of which is in the Austrian dominions and the other is in Spain. 
If Lam rightly informed, the working of the Spenish mine is so managed, that no 
more shall be extracted from it than may be necessary to meet the demand for the 
article, after the produce of the other mine is disposed of—consequently, the ma: ket 
is never overstocked. This monopoly t entirely managed upon this prin iple, ae 
all other monopolies mast be; and nothing can be clearer, from thi« arrangement, 
than the fact, that without the power to control the produce, there can be no pos. 
sible power to control the price. Are the tin mines in Corowall prepared to lessen 
the quantity of tia brought to market Are the mines in a sitaation to afford such 
& reduction in the quantity as would be necessary to bring it to a lewel with the de. 
mand ata highprce? I know that there are mary mines struggling on to locrease 
the quantity by every means possible, and to lessen their produce would be to shut 
them up altogether, and although some others might submit to seach an arrange. 
y be by a proportionate redaction in the costs, which would ne- 
cessarily throw many poor en out of work, and ultimately endanger the safety of 
the mine. Mave the miners ever contemplated such a proceeding as being neces. 
sary to the success af their mon: Certainiy not, because Mr. Vigers has told

Mr. Vigers seems to have anticipated some such objection as this to the 
correctness of bis statements, for he adds—** It may be said, how does this answer 
the parpose of the smelter? The answer is twofold. You cannot enter into men's 
ad as Some will do a great deal from feeling. We have known men, from the 
gratification of feeling, go to the very verge of ruin.” 

This is, indeed, a poor excuse for men who may play such a foolish part as Mr. 
Vigers would lead us to think the smeiters have been guilty of ; and it is a mean 
and paltry method of supporting an argument, if argument it can be called, and 
yet his audience believed it all. 

To set this part of the question at rest, | beg to give you the following particu. 
lars, which will enable you and your readers to test the correctness of Mr. Vigers’s 
statements. 

The quantity of tin produced from the mines in Cornwall for the year [539 was

Thas, in the twelve months ending June, !540, there was a cecrease iu the ex 
port of tin plates from London and Liverpool alone of 65,413 boxes; and if we were 
to add the decrease from other poris, there can be do doubt that the whole number 
would be 100,000 boxes, which would have cousumed 500 tons of tin in their 
manufacture. 

This statement alone would be quite sufficient to account for the depression in 
the tin trade, and is an answer to Mr. Vigers's positive assertion Chat there has 
been no falling off in the demand, nor are there any undue stocks on hand. 

Permit me to put this plain and simple question. Would a monopoly, with a 

ice of 90s. per cwt , have prevented this accumulation of stock, or the decrease 
a sale of the manufactured article ? 

Mr. Vigers telis us that the consumption of the article must go on increasing with 
the increase of population, both here and on the continent. This is ove of the 
favourite dogmas of the political economist; but is it borne out by facts? Are 
there no qualifying circumstances by which this principle can be operated upon ? 
The same argument will hold good in reference to the consumption of every 
article ; but is there not a great outcry at the present moment, from every manu. 
facturing district, of the slackness of trade and the want of demand for the articies 
made? and are we not told daily of the distress experienced by the population ia 
those dis ricts, arising from a want of employment? Is this a proof that an in 
creased population must necessarily occasion an increased consumption? But, it 
may be replied, that we are suffering at present, and have been for some time, from 
a derangement in commerce, which is feit all over the world. True—but is tin to 
be made an exception to the consequences of this general derangement? Would 
this new smelting mania, had it been in operation, have shielded the tig trade 
against the general effects which have been experienced by all other trades ? 

Was Mr. Vigers really ignorant of the fact, that a large increase in the stock on 
hand had taken place, as well as a decrease in the demand for tin plates, when he 
addressed the meeting at Helston’ If so, it is very evident that he went there an 
prepared with the strongest evidence that was necessary to a correct discussion of 
the question submitted to that meeting; if, on the other hand, he were aware of 
it, it is difficult to understand how he could have made such a speech as the one he 
then made. In either case, however, the public will be able to appreciate the value 
of his whole statement. 

What are we to understand by his assertion, that the tin plate manufactarers ar 
willing to give i0/, per ton more for the article than they now give, if Ue mines 
require it to meet the expense of working them? What are we to understand hy 
his stating, that an addition in the price of |0/. or 1)/, per ton on the portion of the 
tin consumed by other manufactures in this country would be of no consequence 
to the condumer? Ove can hardly believe that he would thus boldly make such 
statements unless he felt assured of their correctness; and yet they certainly are 
at variance with the proceedings of the parties who are the most likely to be ef 
fected by such an increase in the price-—I mc an the manufacturers, | must, how- 
ever, ask him, has he received any authority from the manufacturers at Birming 
ham who use tin in their business, or from the manufacturers of Britann.a-metal 


goods at Sheffield, or from other parties who are consumers of large quantities of | 


tin, for making Uiis declaration’ It would really appear strange that our manu 

facturers should be making such great complaints against the success of foreign 
competition—that they should attribute this success to the ability possessed by the 
foreigner to manufacture at a cheaper rate than they can—that they should be 
seeking to remove every impediment to their being able more successfully to com 

pete with the foreigner than they now can, and at the same time that they should 
declare that it wes of no importance to them whether they purchased the raw ma 

terial, which was consumed so largely in their manufactures, as tin is in a great 
many branches, at 77/., 0/., or Sul. per ton, and yet this must be the case, if Mr 
Vigers’s statement be correct. 

There is, however, a difficulty yet remaining to be overcome before I can fully 
comprehend this statement of Mr. Vigers. | allade to « fact which must be known 
to himself—that of the tin plate manufacturers, and other large consumers of tin 
having, On more occasions than one, petitioned the government for a re 
mission of the duty on foreign Un, or at least for a considerable reduction in the 
amount of it; and the grounds upon which they made thei: appeal were twofold 
first, that the tin (which Mr. Vigers stated was not worth as moch as our common 
tin, by A/, a ton), was of a better quality, and suited their pur ose better than our 
refined tin; and, secondly, that the duty placed them in a situation of not being 
able to compete successfully with the foreign manufacturer, and if they were 
charged %)/. per ton for English tin, whilst the foreigner could purchase tin of « 
better quality at 8 /., there certainly would appear to be strong grounds for com 
Plaint on their part. You know, end so does Mr. Vigers, that, in consequence of

Now, let me suppose that this new monopoly should be established, and that the 
consequence should be, that the price of tin should be kept at per ton, do 
think that ne government w ntioue this prehibitory duty on the foreign tin 
for the parpose of enabling the Un miner at home to place the consumer of tin in 
an cubasrassed situation’ Would pot the Un plate manu acture rs, and other large 
consumers, petition the government to be reiieved from such a situation, and 
would they uot have the strongest grounds for doing so Let the duty be much 
lowered, and tie demand for foreign tin would greatiy increase, and an increased 
demand would soon bring an increased supply, which, when once established, 
would not be so easily stopped

fetch in Furupe Mr. Vigers bas already said so, and «tated an instance in ehich 
his agents coud pot be sapplied with the aticle when he re jaired Mt for the par 
pose of a remittance; buat we ali know that the articie ie to be had in great abund 
ence, and only give encouragement to its production, aed there will be no lack

pum — consequently, if the tin be not soid he will lose nothing by the delay, but the 
miners will, There are many other items | might include in this eoumeration of 
advantages to be derived by him; however, encugh has been said to show that he 
is not without a motive for what he has been doing, and that, in this instance, it is 
one that can be accounted for, and one that would not be likely to bring him to 
the very verge of ruin. 

To enter into an explanation of the mode proposed to be adopted for carrying 
this new smeiting concern into operation, wil be unnecessary in all its detaus—a 
few of the leading points will suffice. 

In the first place, the very foundation of their plan, that of a miners’ smelting 
establishment, has been abandoned, and for the best of all possiblo reasons—it 
would have been a joint stock company, of all the joint-stock tin mining companies 
in the county, and a very pretty position they would be placed in. The houses are 
to be the property of the smelters, who are to receive the black tin and convert it 
into white tin, according to the assay, and they are to sel! it, and account for tre

EFFECT OF FOREIGN ORES ON HOME PRODUCE, 
LETTER IV. 
The following, being the fourth and concluding letter in answer to the

Who is to determine the assay of each parce! }— Messrs, Vigers and Co 's assay 
master. There isto be po check assay against bis decision. Mesars. Vigers and 
Co. are so disinterested, that there is not the least occasion for such 4 provision 
being made. Who is to determine the allowance to be made for the furnace apon | 
each parcel of tin? The cormmittee are to undertake this part of the business, 

Let us suppose that the original intention of this smelting establishment be car- 
ried into effect, and that the whole of the black tin raised in the county be then con 
verted into metal—a natural consequence to arise from it would be, that Messrs 
Vigers and Co. would have the whole trade in their own hands, and all the con 
sumers must come directly or indirectly to them to be supplied with the article, 
because they could not get it elsewhere—the present smeiters being throwa out of | 
the market, and their smelting-houses shut up. When this, state of things shall 
have been brought about, where would the miners be? As completely in the 
power of the monopoly thus created as it would be possible te conceive they 
would be compeiled to submit to Messrs. Vigers and Co.'s terms, The first thing 
would be a little clipping in the produce—then a little extra allowance for the fur. 
nace—then an addition to the smelting charges, and so on. Bat the miners would 
not submit to this—the committee would not allow it— they are to have @ voice in 
all those matters. Yes, so long as it may suit Mesars, Vigers and Co. to permit it, 
for the purpose of establishing their monopoly, and no longer, But the miners would 
not continue to supply them with ore to smeit, if the smelters were to attempt any 
thing unfair, What, then, would they do with it? All the other smelting. houses 
would be shut up—there would be no remedy at hand—they could not help them 
selves—there would be no way of escape, except they could induce the old emelters 
to resume the smelting business, which there would be no inducement for them to 
do, the trade having passed out of their hands, and their customers having left 
them. What a pretty situation the mining interests would thus be placed in; and 
yet this Is the plan that all the miners are asked to join in, and because there are 
some parties who decline to participate in the promotion of this monopoly, they 
are to be held up to the public as acting from personal and jaterested motives, in 
opposition to the mining ioterest, As to any contract that could be made between 
the smelters and the miners that would be binding on either, or that coald by pos 
sibility be acted upon, it is as wild an idea as the plan of amelting jointly is. Every 
individual adveuturer in every mine included in this plan must be a party to it, and 
an action tocompel a fulfiiment of the contract would be an impossibility 

But there ia another view to be taken of the question. Would the present | 
smelters be thus driven out of the market’ Would they #o quietly yield to Messrs 
Vigers and Co. the monopoly now sought to be established’ Certainly not, | 
may be asked, how could they prevent it? In rep y, | would ask, what is there to 
prevent their offering more for the black tin than Messrs. Vigers and Co. would 
give? or what is there to prevent their smelting the ores for the miner on more 
favourable terms than those proposed by this new project’ But, say you, they 
could not do so without incurring a loss, and that would be a preventive to them 
Mr. Vigrers tells us that “ men, for the gratification of feeling, will go to the verge 
of ruin,” and, certainly, the proceedings which are now in progress are calculated 
to excite very strong feelings in them 

Mr. Vigers tells us that the export of tin to foreign markets ls 14°90 tons per an 
pum. What is there to prevent the greater portion of that quantity betng supplied 
by foreign tin?) Mr. Vigers has told as such a quantity cannot be produced, Let 
encouragement be given to its production by smelters who would establish works 
on the continent, and we shall soon find out whether the quantity can be obtained 
Hitherto there has been no cause for giving such encouragement to the foreign 
produce, but drive the smelters out of the home market, and you will soon dis 
cover that they will drive you out of the foreign market, and If you lowe the expor 
tation of such a large portion of the produce of this country, how will the home de 
mand keep up the price’

Were it proposed te form a new smelting company, and to raise the capital ne
